York, Pa., Sept. 28—John Caskey, 
sixty years old, who has been living as 
§ recluse for some years near New 
Market, this county, killed Frank Hen­ 
drix, forty five years old; his two ais 
tars, Emma and Hester Hendrix, eac h 
more than fifty years old, and then 
turned 
the 
revolver 
upon 
himself, 
sending a bullet through his head, 
which caused his death shortly after­ 
ward. 
Caskey had been living on the Hen­ 
drix property, and it is believed that 
he murdered the Hendrix family to 
pay off an old score. 
A note found 
near the m urderer’s body said that 
he had ended his life because of IL 
health. 
Caskey’s body was found on the 
rear porch of a brother's house at 
New Market. A Jury of Inquest was 
summoned, and while it was Investi­ 
gating the death word came that the 
bodies of the Hendrix family were dis­ 
covered. 
Frank Hendrix was ahot while he 
was at work at a churn in the barn, 
and bis sisters were killed while they 
sat qatetly sewing at home. 
When 
found each woman had a thimble on 
her finger. Death In each instance had 
bean caused by a bullet that penetrat­ 
ed the forehead. The shot that killed 
Caskey had entered at a similar point. 
The Jury decided that the Hendrix 
trio had been murdered and that the 
evidence indicated that Caskey was 
the 
murderer. 
In one of Caskey s 
pockets three cartridges of 38-caliber, 
the same site found in the bodies of 
the Hendrix family, were discovered 
The inquist was conducted by .Justice 
of the Peace Grant McCullough, of 
Baltimore county, Md 
Despite the finding of the jury, there 
is a rumor current that the four per­ 
sons in the tragedy were murdered by 
a fifth person, who escaped.

commissioner, 
and 
Edgar 
T. 
Brackett, of 
Saratoga, former stat® 
senator. 
As the balloting proceeded, scatter­ 
ed votes were cast for iitate Senator 
Harvey D. Hiuman, of Binghamton, 
ami Egbert Woodbury, of Jamestown. 
The first ballot resulted in no choice. 
Hedges' vote was 387, Wadsworth s 
2G8, and Bennett's 15t>. Necessary for 
a choice, 508 votes. 
The second ballot showed no ma 
terial change. The third ballot showed 
marked Hedges gains, but no choice. 
Several 
delegates announced that 
they desired to make 
changes 
to 
Hedges when It was found that ho 
was only about twenty votes short of 
a nomination. Tile changes were per­ 
mitted, and Hedges was dot la n d Hie 
convention's nominee for governor. 
The convention held a night session. 
at which the platlorm was adopted, 
atter a debate that was featured by a 
speech of Senator Elihu Hoot against 
Colonel Roosevelt. 
When the vote was taken on New 
comb's amendment to the working 
man s compensation plank it wa*. lost 
overwhelmingly, about six delegates 
voting with the senator. 
Newcomb then asked for the ailop 
tiuu of his amendment to the direct 
nominations plank to include state of 
flees. 
There was applause when Senator 
Hoot took the platform aud defended 
the planks against amendment. 
The senator entered on the first at 
tack of Roosevelt he bas ever rn ide 
Speaking impassionate!)' he said hrs!, 
that the nomination of Mr. Taft had 
been made by men honestly seated in 
the Chicago convention ami that the 
cries of fraud had been raised by * un 
successful litigants.’’ Then, going oui 
from his old home, where he had been 
protected and defended and honored 
this man had sought "to destroy his 
old home." 
"No ambition or envy could prevent 
the party of Lincoln, of Grant, of Sew 
a rd—aye, aud of Roosevelt—from be 
iug true to its traditions," he declared 
For the most part the platform deals 
with state issues, but the tariff, worn 
au's s u f f r a g e , the judiciary, working 
m ens compensation and the preven­ 
tion of corrupt practices in elections 
are national t o p i c s discussed. Ludei 
the heading, "Choice of Judges,' the 
platform says; 
"We denounce the proposal of the 
so called Hrogiessive party to chous* 
judges because of their unknown views 
on matters likely to come before them 
for judicial action as a travesty upon 
courts of justice and a denial of the 
rights of every c itizen." 
This is the plank on womans auf 
I rage. 
"We favor submitting to the voters 
in 1915 a constitutions! amendment 
enfranchising women, unless a consti­ 
tutional 
convention 
is 
held 
prioi 
thereto, as hereinafter advocated.’ 
In part the tariff plank says: 
"The Republican party reaffirms IU 
historic adherence to the principle OI 
protection. So long as the Republican 
party is in power it will maintain a 
customs tariff under which duties shall 
be so adjusted as to protect the Amer­ 
ican manufacturer, the American tar 
mer aud the American workingmen 
against destructive foreign coin pet!
